THAT ADD UP 

‘Quirks’ 

The primary purpose in our 
square dancing is to have fun* but 
do not use this word FUN too 
freely as a certain amount of know¬ 
how goes with the square dance. 
It is not all horseplay nor do the 
many “quirks” add to one's enjoy¬ 
ment of the dance even though 
you think it is rather clever, 
What do we mean by “quirks”? 
Webster defines it as “an indivi¬ 
dual peculiarity,” but the little 
saying coined a few years ago fits 
it any way you may want to look 
at it. It is simply “don't be the 


jerk on the Left Allemande.” These 
“quirks” you see on the dance 
floor are there because you have 
put them there. As a beginner you 
were taught the proper ways to 
execute the various movements 
but now you have a'dded the 
“quirks” you have found on the 
dance floor. 

In many areas standardisation 
has been tried but that it not the 
answer unless you* as a square 
dancer, are interested enough. 
Dance the style common in your 
hometown, but remember it is not 
a style if you have let your dance 
become overgrown with the many 
“quirks” that are cropping up in 
the square dance world. This can 
be corrected, but it is up to you.

We ought to preface this little 
disertation by saying that it 
shouldn't be a “caller's column”— 
because we feel we fit more into 
the category of “dancer” than 
caller. True we do call dances, we 
call on festivals, we call for our 
own club as a “club caller,” 

But our primary interest is 
dancing, and from the dancer's 
point of view, we'd like to briefly 
discuss what we think is a laugh¬ 
able state of affairs among the 
callers. 

Every caller who has a follow¬ 
ing of dancers must be "right.” 
Whatever he calls, however he

Of course the “club caller” can 
get away with murder — with a 
sloppy call, mumbled through his 
beard, out of tempo, poorly timed 
and nobody will say much about 
It—for fortunately another caller 
will be up next, and maybe he'll 
do better. 

But some of the friction we've 
personally seen between the so- 
called “pro” callers is something 
to behold. 

We've seen them refuse to speak 
to one another; we’ve seen them 
cuss and fume at the mere men¬ 
tion of another's name; and yet 
all ,are professedly interested in 
a common activity, working to¬ 
wards a common goal—the further 
popularization of our hobby. 

But working together, that is 
another story, 

“Square dancin' is not big 
enough for him and me,” you’ll 
hear them say* 

We've seen two “nationally 
known” callers pass within spittin' 
distance and both look the other 
way. We've beard them brag about 


their own perfection—and espouse 
the other caller's faults. 

Well — to our mind — square 
dancin' is big enough for every¬ 
body. We believe that if the feudin’ 
and fightin* would cease, we might 
have some luck introducing square 
dancin' to the many, many mil¬ 
lions who are not yet aware" of its 
joys, its values and its opportun¬ 
ities. 

When the leaders (and surely 
the callers are the leaders) fall 
out, the flock will split asunder; 
and just as surely as we're sittin' 
here — when leaders and callers get 
along, the dancers follow suit 

Let's make this new year known 
for one thing, if for nothing else: 
For unity of purpose—spreading 
the good word, teaching more 
people to square dance, having 
bigger and better dances. 

If leaders and callers would 
spend more time getting along 
with each other, and less time 
composing new dances — square 
dancin' would be away ahead. 

Thanks for the space — we've 
already over said our piece. Happy 
dancin', and happy New Year.

An idea that was new and dif¬ 
ferent in many respects took shape 
as the Dallas Square Dance Com¬ 
mittee was formed. This group is 
more of a publicity group work¬ 
ing with the idea that keeping 
square dancing before the public 
will create a certain amount of in¬ 
terest The ideas used in the 
means of advertising are not new, 
but the concerted efforts of this 
committee makes the difference. 

The committee functions around 
a steering committee composed 
of square dancers. This steering 
committee as well as the whole of 
the Dallas Square Dance Commit¬ 
tee is composed strictly of square 
dancers—no callers. There is no 
membership to this group, but 
along this line it is more like a 
political party—if you believe in 
the effort and will work with it 
you are welcome. The only reward 
to anyone is that you help interest 
someone in square dancing. 

No moves are made or any ac¬ 
tion taken without the steering 
committee checking the merits of 
a program, figuring the pros and 
cons; it must be good for square 
dancing* 

All newspaper advertising is 
paid for by the square dancers 
and benefit dances used to raise 
all necessary money* While hun¬ 
dreds of avenues for publicity can 
be used, the reporting of events 
as news items is always good and 
cost you nothing. The committee 
uses the opportunity presented by 
all festivals and jamborees to meet 
the spectators by using a booth, 
A booklet answering most ques¬ 
tions are passed out to those in¬ 
terested, while those who answer 
the weekly ads are mailed this 
literature, 

A monthly report of those inter¬ 
ested in learning to square dance 
is mailed to all callers and groups 
teaching square dancing. This 
group uses the following motto.

Forward again with a right cmd left thru 

Do a right and left back on the same old track 

Now you turn right into a Texas Star

Swinging Along 


This month’s dance has a 
catchy tune and simple steps 
which make a winning combo 
any time you put them to¬ 
gether. Rapidly becoming a 
top dance, here we go— 

Originated by Jack Sankey. 

POSITION: Open dance facing 
LOD. 

MUSIC: DOWNHILL DRAG—Vic¬ 
tor 20-5X704. 

START: Outside feet. Directions 
for gent-iady counterpart. 

FIGURE: Part A. 

I A: STEP, SWING, STEP, CLOSE; 
STEP, SWING. STEP, CLOSE; 
AND REPEAT. 

Starting on outside foot, step 
forward on L and swing R in 
LOD, step on R and close L to 
R; step R, swing L, step L close. 
Repeat these instructions three 
more times starting R then start 
L and then R again. 

5 8: STEP POINT FORWARD; 
POINT BACK AND PIVOT; 
STEP POINT FORWARD POINT 
BACK AND FACE; 

Step forward on the L, point 
the R foot forward LOD; with 
the weight still on the L, point 
the R backward while still fac¬ 
ing LOD; Pivot with weight on 
L (R face) to face RLOD and 
change hands (gent’s L and her 


R); Step forward RLOD on R, 
point L forward; with weight 
still on R point the L backward; 
pivot L face on R foot to face 
partner ending in closed dance 
position with gent's back toward 
the center, 

9-12: TWO - STEP; TWO -STEP; 
TWO-STEP; 

In closed dance position four 
twosfeps starting Gen’s L turn¬ 
ing CW iand moving CCW. End 
open position facing LOD. 
Repeat Part A measures M2 
ending in banjo position; hips 
adjacent. 

PART B: 

1-4 TWO-STEP FORWARD; TWO- 
STEP PIVOT; TWO-STEP FOR¬ 
WARD; TWO-STEP PIVOT; 

In banjo position with gent fac¬ 
ing LOD, the gent starting L 
does two two-steps LOD, pivot¬ 
ing on the 3rd step of the sec¬ 
ond two-step (R foot) to face 
RLOD, this puts partners in left 
hip adjacent position (so called 
side car position). Do not drop 
hands. Now 2 two-steps RLOD 
again pivoting on the 3rd step 
of the second two-step to face 
partner in closed dance position. 

5 8 TWO-STEP; TWO-STEP; TWO- 
STEP; 

Four closed two-steps turning 
CW and progressing LOD, end¬ 
ing in banjo position again. 
Repeat Part B measures 1-8 end¬ 
ing in open position facing LOD 
ready to start sequence again. 
Dance full sequence through 
twice then tag:

As 
the farmer, rancher or the poultry- 
man goes to town he will find 
that the wife and daughter will 
be going too, as they will be plan¬ 
ning to look over the handsome 
new collection of feed bags with 
fashion-wise eyes and dreams of 
what pretty frocks and accessories 
will emerge from the bags. 

As for the new design—little

Now 
when washed the filler comes 
out but the colors holds fast in 
its delicate tones or brilliant hues.
